FARMERS BEING ORGANIZED 

FOR HOOPER BATTLE 

Preventative Measures Are Necessary 

to Prevent an Early Outbreak. 

. le prospective grave outbreak of 
grasshoppers is to be energetically 
taken up by the officials of the Unit¬ 
ed Farmers of Alberta, who are cir¬ 
cularizing all locals concerning the 
matter. 

A letter received recently from E. 
1 H. Strickland, Dominion entomologist, 
states that ’hoppers have begun to 
hatch in the Lethbridge district, and 
that this would be general within the 
next week if preventive measures are 
not adopted. 

Mr. Strickland states that some of 
the members of the U.F.A. might he 
■ somewhat mystified by the variations 
in the formula. While the composi¬ 
tion of the poisoned bait, as recom¬ 
mended in the past, is quite all right, 
the variations have been owing to 
changes made from time to time with 
a view to reducing the cost. 

Latest Formula. 

The latest and cheapest mixture 
now recommended is as follows: Bran 
and sawdust in equal parts, 100 lbs.; 
Paris green or white arsenic, 4 to 5 
lbs.; molasses 2 gallons; salt, 3 lbs.; 
water, 11 gallons. It is stated 
that 4 B>s. Paris green is ample when 
the mixing was thorough, but when 
white arsenic was used it was impos¬ 
sible to tell when it was evenly dis¬ 
tributed through the bran. There¬ 
fore it was better to add an extra 
pound of this in order to be certain 
that the bait would be effective. 

Excellent Suggestion. 

” Mr. Strickland continues: 

‘‘Many serious losses w;ere occa¬ 
sioned last year by careless summer¬ 
fallowing. Stubble land is usually 
infested to some extent with grass¬ 
hoppers, sometimes quite seriously. 
While this is carrying a growth of 
weeds the ’hoppers remain on it, but 
as it is plowed they are forced off to 
neighboring fields. This trouble can 
be easily avoided by plowing infested 
land in strips. By preference, first 
plow a .dozen furrows round the out¬ 
side edge of the field tb prevent mi¬ 
gration from the ends of the strips. 
When the strips of unplowed ground 
have been reduced to about two to 
five rods in width, all the grasshop¬ 
pers that were in the entire field will 
be crowded together in that. Plowing 
should then be ^topped, since if the 
grasshoppers become too crowded 
they will migrate off across the black 
earth. Scatter a little of the poison 
bait along the unplowed strip, and 
within the next two or three days 
nearly all the hoppers will be dead. 
Plowing can then be completed. By 
this means serious damage can be 
avoided with very little expense.”

RED CROSS MEMBERSHIP 

A Royal Proclamation under the 
Gieat Seal of Canada has been issued 
by His Excellency the Governor-Gen¬ 
eral, from Ottawa, calling on the peo¬ 
ple to support the Red Cross Member¬ 
ship Enrolment, which is to take place 
June 6 to 11. After reciting the 
steps leading up to this Enrolment 
campaign, beginning with the re¬ 
quest from the League of Nations 
that Red Cross undertake a world 
wide Crusade for Health, and enlist 
the peoples of all countries thereto, 
the Proclamation says, in part:— 

‘‘AND WHEREAS it is deemed to 
be of the greatest importance to the 
well-being of our people throughout 
the Dominion that the purpose of the 
Red Cross Society in carrying on its 
peace-time program for the improve¬ 
ment of health, the prevention of dis¬ 
ease, and the mitigation of suffering, 
should be realized to the greatest 'pos¬ 
sible extent; 

“NOW THEREFORE, by and with 
the advice of Our Privy Council for 
Canada, we have thought fit to'issue 
this Our Proclamation commending 
the said Membership Enrolment 
Campaign of the Red Cross Society to 
the sympathetic attention and sup¬ 
port of all our living subjects through 
out Canada and all others to whom 
these presents shall come; 

“AND FURTHERMORE we here¬ 
by appeal to and invite Our people oi 
this Dominion generally and those of 
them particularly, who may be able 
to bring this matter to the attention 
of Public Assemblies, to co-operate 
heartily in this movement for the en¬ 
rolment of members in the Red Cross 
Society, as part of a National Crusade 
for Good Health. 

D. B. Hanna, president of the C.N. 
R. is emphatically of the opinion that 
the Canadian National Railway will 
pay operating expenses within two 
years. 

On June first enumerators through¬ 
out Canada will commence to take a 
census of the Dominion and it is ex¬ 
pected that in three weeks the work 
will be completed. 

Charles M. Russell, the famods 
“cowboy artist," living, at Great Falls, 
has sold his famous oil canvas paint¬ 
ing,, “The Salute of the Robe Trade,” 
to a Los Angeles man for $10,000. 

Savings bank deposits in Canadian 
banks totalled $1,319,142,146 at the 
end of March this year. This total 
established a new high record and 
represents approximately $146.60 per 
head of population, taking the latter 
at 9,000,000. 

MUNICIPAL HAIL INSURANCE 
Amendments to the Act—April 
1921 

A number of amendments to the 
Municipal Hail Insurance Act were 
passed at the recent Session of the 
Legislature but none of them affect 
thep rinciples of the bill as it was first 
voted on by the ratepayers of the 
Province. 

The principal changes made as ef¬ 
fecting farmers and municipal secret¬ 
aries are as follows: 

All lands that are entirely raw or 
unbroken will not be withdrawn from 
the operation of the Act and will re¬ 
main withdrawn until application is 
made for their re-inclusion. 

If insured crops are destroyed by 
any cause other than hail the insur¬ 
ance may be cancelled at any time up 
to the first day of August. 

The insurance period has been ex¬ 
tended and all growing crops are now 
insured until the thirtieth day of Sep¬ 
tember. . 

If claim for damage is not made 
within thirty days of the date of dam¬ 
age the insured may be required to 
•furnish proof of loss, and if not made 
previous to the first day of November 
the claim shall not be allowed. 

In the case of lands that are leased 
and have not been withdrawn the les¬ 
see may make a crop report which 
may be accepted by the municipal sec¬ 
retary as correct. 

All applications whether for insur¬ 
ance from farmers outside the Hail 
Insurance District, or for re-inclusion 
of lands that have been withdrawn or 
for raising the amount of insurance 
per acre must be made to the muni¬ 
cipal secretary. It is his duty to for¬ 
ward the application to the Board im¬ 
mediately, but the application is not 
considered to be elective until it has 
been received by the Board at Calgary. 

The crop report of the municipal 
district made by the municipal secret¬ 
ary to the Board if it is a correct copy 
of the crop reports received and other¬ 
wise ascertained by him “shall for the 
purposes of taxation and the payment 
of indemnities be deemed to be cor¬ 
rect.” • 

A section has been added with pro¬ 
visions similar to those of the Thresh¬ 
ers’ Lien Act giving authority to the 
owner, if he finds it necessary, to 
seize and sell enough of the lessee’s 
share of the crop to pay the lessee’s 
proper share of the hail tax.

For a 
week or ten days after hatching ofxt 
the grasshoppers are very small and 
do not move out into the cultivated 
area to afiy extent, confining their 
feeding area pretty much to the im¬ 
mediate vicinity in which they are 
hatched. After they develop and 
reach a larger size they begin migrat¬ 
ing to better feeding grounds. It is 
at this stage that it is essential "to 
poison and in this way do away with 
them before they spread through the 
grain fields. 

At the present time it may not ap¬ 
pear to some as though these insects 
would be of very much trouble. How¬ 
ever,' it is worth while spending a cer¬ 
tain amount of time prodding in the 
surface % inch of soil on some of the
